The Palawan Islands, In the China 


sea, are to the north of Borneo and 
form a part of the Philippine group. 
They stretch out for a distance of 700 
miles and number nearly a thousand. 
Iu the year 1882 I was landed on one 
of the Palawaus from a Singapore 
trader to get up and run a copra plant. 
1 uad with me four Chinese, and the 
trader landed provisions for a year. 
After I had the shed up and the work 
going I bad plenty of time for fishing, 
hunting and visiting the other islands. 


Nothing of special Interest occurred 


until 1 bad been on the Island three 
months. Then one morulng as I went 
down to the boat to put out on a fishing 
trip I was amazed to find tracks of a 
•woman's bare feet on the wet sands. 
The tide was out. and she had wander- 
ed along the beach for half a mile, 
probably Just before daylight. It need- 
ed only a glance to tell me that the' 
person who had left the tracks was a 
white woman, but to make sure of it 
1 called to the Chinamen. 
They at 


once agreed with me. There waa a 
trail leading out of the water at one 
spot and another trail leading back at 
another spot, but none to show that the 
strange visitor to the island had scout- 
ed inland at all. We were on one of 
the outer, or seaward, islands, with 
nothing between us and the Cochin 
China coast. There was a small and 
almost barren Island three miles to the 
north and a similar one about the same 
distance to the south, but 1 mid'visited 
both aud found no people. 


Whoever had visited our Island In 


the darkness had come up out of the 
depths of the sea. No boat or raft had 
landed on the shore. The footprints 
were as plain as a plaster cast, and we 
were Immediately interested and uuire 
or less excited. 
After thinking the 


matter over 1 decided that the woman 
must have come from one of the is- 
lauds in some way and determined to 
give both n close search. 1 set off to 
the north and in the course of an hour 
made a landing. This island hud nn 
area of not more than live acres. IIere 
and there a patch of soil covered the 
rocks, and young cocoanut trees were 
struggling for life, but the ground wat 
easy of search. 
I went over it care- 


fully and made the circuit of the Island 
in my boat, but not a living thing did 1 
nee aside from the birds. There were 
no wild fruits to sustain life, nor was 
I able to find any fresh water. 


It was noon when I .sot back to my 


own island, ami after dinner I set out 
to search the other. As this one had 
more vegetation I took with me the 
boy, who was about 15 years of age 
and named Whang. As the wind was 
light ami a current aprainst us we were 
two hours in gaining the island. 
I was 


strong In the belief that some womsti 
had boon cast away and was shifting 
for ijetNcIf. aud that she had not made 
herself known to ns simply proved that 
she had lost her reason under the 
strain of the hardships or took us fui 
natives who would molest her. It was 
near sunset when we put off after a 
vain search, and when \ve reached tin- 
reef surrounding our Island anil half :i 
mile out from the beach the evenijv 
breeze died out to a Hat calm, and we 
Jay like a log. 
Before taking to the 


oar to scull us In to the shore I sat 
quiet for n minute listening to tin 
whispers of the sea. Whang leaned 
over the rail of the boat and watched 
the sharks darting to and fro anil Ie:u 
Ing trails of tire behind them, and 
things were so still that I could heat 
the ticking of my watch, when then- 
cnoie a strange interruption.

the voice of a woman iu laughter, nn«l 
It sounded close by. 'We both
